steamer sunk by submarines in less 
than three weeks.

French Estimate Number of Ger- 


mans There At 2,340,000, But 


• Allies Have Many More 


THE ALLIES LIE IN WAIT 


American Sharpshooters and Ar- 


tillerymen Rain Lead on Teu- 


ton Front Line Trenches 


Although under the good weather 


the terraine in France and Belgium is 
fast drying out and the Teutonic al- 
lies are continuing to pour thousands 
of troops to positions behind the bat- 
tle line, there still has been no indi- 
cation that the enemy is ready to be- 
gin his much 
advertised 
offensive. 


Bombardments and patrol encounters 
along the entire front are still taking 
place as for many 
days 
past, but 


the roar of the big guns nowhere 
has reached that volume of drum tire 
which in the past always has heralded 
an infantry attack of i great propor- 
tions. 


"While the German re-enforcements 


have been coming up, the Entente 
commanders have not been lying idle 
and waiting for the offensive to begin. 
On the other hand, they everywhere 
have strengthened their positions to 
meet any emergency and optimism is 
expressed 
both 
from 
British 
and 


French sources that should the/Ger- 
mans strike—no matter how early the 
moment—they will meet with most 
stubborn resistance from gun and man 
power. 
Think Germans Have 2,310,000 Men. 


The Associated Press correspondent 


with the French headquarters said the 
French authorities considered that the 
total number of the enemy now fac- 
ing the French, British, American and 
Belgian troops o.- held in reserve ag- 
gregate 2,340,000 men/ Recent state- 
ments from the British military au- 
thorities in Great Britain have been 
to the effect that the preponderance 
of weight in both man and gun power 
still lies with the Entente Allies. 


Several additional successful raids 


by the British, in which German 
officers and men were captured and 
others killed, and heavy artillery fight- 
ing between the French and the Ger- 
mans on various sectors sum up the 
activity that has ben in progress on 
the western front. 


TJ. S. Sharpshooters Kept Busy. 
The American sharpshooters 
and 


artillerymen are keeping up their good 
work against the Germans in front of 
their 
positions, having with 
their 


shrapnel fire compelled the enemy ji- 
most to abandon first line trenches and 
with their sharpshooters 
and their 


rapid fire guns forced snipers to quit 
their posts and seek safety at other 
places. 
[Meanwhile German airplanes 


are still Hying over the American posi- 
tions in an endeavor to obtain infor- 
mation as to the number of men there 
and how they are arranged. 


While the Austrians at last acounts 


were still trying out the Italian line 
on the Sette Communi and at other 
points, and meeting with sanguinary 
defeat for their pains, behind 
the 


fighting line they and the Germans are 
playing the role of vandals, using vio- 
lence against the natives, pillaging 
their homes and stores, and sending 
back to their own countries food- 
stuffs and other spoils. 
Even women 


and children are being brutally treated 
by the troops, and stripped of their 
clothing.

Hoover Telegraphs Xc\v 1'ork Food

Should Cost Same.

make its official appearance on Febru- 
ary 24, are not justified in the opinion 
of Herbert C. Hoover, according to a 
telegram from him made public to- 
night by the federal food board.

proposed to charge higher prices for 
the new product. 


While admitting that prices of sub- 


stitutes for wheat which are

used in the bread are too high. Mr.

within the trade in some sections and 
to transportation difficulties.

shipment of grain to mills will result 
in lower prices for substitutes," the 
telegram said.

Hennig fairly shouted in answer to a 
question of his attorney. 


"Did you ever have a feeling that 


you wanted Germany to win the war?" 
was another question asked, 


"Xo, sir, I did not," came the an- 


swer. 


Hennig said many of his brother 


members ^of a fraternal organization 
were with the 
American 
forces in 


France and that he had the <iame feel- 
Ing for them as any father would 
have. 


On cross examination Hennig de- 


clared both factory and government 
inspectors 
at 
the 
"junitions plant 


where he was foreman were lax In 
their duty and that his relations with 
them became unfriendly because !ie 
repeatedly called their attention to im- 
perfection in gyro parts which they 
had approved. 


Hennig declared Lieutenant Francis 


L Shea, who was in charge of the gov- 
ernment inspection room at the plant 
and a witness against him, was incom- 
petent and that he had told him sev- 
eral times that ho "did not know his 
business."

Xo Diminution of British Crops. 
Referring to the food production, 


he said that the cereals produced in 
England in 1D17 amounted to 850.000 
tons and in addition the country had 
produced an extra 11,000,000 tons of 
potatoes. 


England, the chancellor said, was 


the only country in the war in which 
there had not been a diminution of 
crops. This year 800,000 acres more 
had been cultivated in England, and 
400,000 more in Scotland and Ireland. 
The total stocks of wheat 
in 
Great 


Britain at the end of December, 1917, 
exceeded those at the end of Decem- 
ber, 1916. by one million quarters. 


In 1917 there were built in Great 


Britain 1,103,474 tons of shipping and 
170,000 tons 
were 
obtained 
from 


abroad. 
The 
Chancellor 
explained 


that the premier's estimate 
of ship 


construction was not realized because 
the government had arranged to have 
a large quantity of tonnage built in 
America, but when America entered 
the war she preferred, 
as 
Britain 


would have preferred, to take tho ton- 
nage itself, but the tonnage was there.

German preparations for trade after

time be made public, Secretary Red- 
field counsels not imitation of, but 
familiarity with the German theories 
of foreign trade and the artful and 
formidable organization that with gov- 
ernment aid at every turn, hns been 
built up in Germany during the last 
twenty years to dominate the world's 
markets.

Interesting 
Paper 
Presented 
Lost 


Evening by JProl1. l-'ltzello at Fort- 
nightly Club Meeting — A Study of 
ISugeiiies. . 
The Fortnightly club of Oneonta. 


met last evening at the homo of Al- 
bert B. Tobey 
on 
Chestnut "street. 


There was a good attendance and an 
excellent paper, the 
latter 
written 


a'nd read by Prof. A. E. Fitzelle of 
the State Normal school, who, under ' 
the Jitle of, "The -Losses of Civiliza- 
tion," discussed some important and 
perhaps not always carefully consid- 
ered" problems of the life of the pres- 
ent era. 


After a feiicitoui. introduction, Mr. 


Fitzelle announced that his purpose 
was to show that our problems grow 
larger and not smaller as civilization 
advances; and that progress involves 
many difficulties, some of which it 
was his purpose to point out1—that in 
fact many evil conditions -which we 
have to meet, and as we may to settle, 
come directly as a result of our com- 
mercial and social growth and devel- 
opment. 


Formerly, he stated, and 
in 
all 


countries, the family was the unit. It 
embraced not only parents and chil- 
dren, but the grandparents and after 
a time those of lesser degrees of con- 
sanguinity, 
ail 
forming a separate 


community 
which raised -its 
own 


grains and cattle, made its own cloth, 
built its own houses and was in fact 
a little -world centering about home. 
Later, with the development of man- 
ufacturing, the individual ceased to 
be so largo a part of the community 
as a whole, but was more a cog- in a 
machine wherein classes of workers 
were 
sharply 
differentiated 
from 


classes of employers. In like fashion, 
the development of 
communication 


made man less a unit in one place, 
more a wanderer and less responsible. 
These ancl many other things have 
led up gradually to our present socia} 
state; and perhaps 
the advantages 


which have been gained have not ful- 
ly compensated for the very substan- 
tial tilings which we have lost. 


Coming to the miestion of eugenics. 


the speaker pointed out that modern 
wars have exactly an opposite effect 
on tho physical welfare of the race 
from those of earlier eras. 
In-the 


earlier ages the wars were largely of 
extermination, and none were spared, 
least of ail those weaker ones who 
could not defend themselves. In the 
wars of today the strong are drawn 
into tho lighting and the weak re- 
main at home; and, with the maimed 
and the inlirm and physically broken 
down who are returned 
from 
the 


wars, are likely, if wars last long 
enough, to be the fathers of tho next 
generation. 
Tt is a question which, 


without doubt, is awakening in these 
days the gravest concern. 


Space does not permit more com- 


plete report; but of particular Inter- 
est were the final paragraphs, where- 
in was emphasized the fact that large 
families are not in general in these 
times found in the so-called better 
classes of society, that the large fam- 
ilie.s nf two or three generations ago 
arc dying out. and that in many cases. 
because tho states have no 
general 


regulations restricting the marriage of 
tho diseased, unfit or of the criminals, 
their descendants have 
largely 
in- 


creased. 
That there should be uni- 


form regulations in all states was 
forcibly urged. 
In 
conclusion, and 


referring again to our vaunted civili- 
zation. Mr. Fitzcllo said: "Surrounded 
as we arc by a. superabundance of 
material comforts, Kit us not be mis- 
led into thinking that there are cvi- 
! deuces of true racial development; 
[ li>r I have tried to show you that ma- 
! terial development may be concomi- 


tant with economic and eugenic de- 


j terioratlon."

MUST POSTOOD PRICES 


Adopted by New York 


State Food CC7»u»iis.sioa Relative to 
Signs ou Ccrtala Foods in Kcuiil 
Stores and M«rk<H», 
The following 
rules 
have- 
been, 


adopted by the Xew York State Food 
commission relative to signs to be 
place; on certain foods in retail stores 
ar.d niurkcts, which explains the ap- 
pearance of many more signs than 
wire formerly observed 
in 
grocery 


stoies especially: 


1. Kvery retailer dealing in bread, 


butter, Arrferica.il 
chees?, 
cabbage. 


corn meal, dried beans, eggs, mac- 
aroni, milk, oatmeal, onions, prunes, 
potatoes, sugar and wheat Hour, dur- 
ins the, whole of tho tima such foods 
are exposed for sale in a jetail store 
or market, shall affix a sign to them 
or place a' sign near them, as follows: 


Where such food is exposed for sale 


in a container, and the container is 
sold with the lood, a sign statins: the 
kind, grade and retail price of the 
contents, shall be affixed to, or exhibit- 
ed as near to the food as possible. 


Where such tood is exposed for sale 


in a container, but the container is 
not sold with the food, a sign shall be, 
affixed to the container stating the 
kind, grade a.nd retail price lor a def- 
inite weight, measure or numerical 
count at which the food will be sold. 


Where such food is neither kept nor 


sold in a container, a sign stating the 
kind, grade and retail price for a def- 
inite weight, measure or numerical 
count at—which the fool will be sold, 
shall be affixed to the food where ex- 
hibited, or shown at the part of the 
store or market where the food is ex- 
posed for sale, and as near to the 
food as possible. 


The term "grade" as herein used 


shall mean the grade under which the 
food was bought by the retail dealer- 
A statement of such grade will com- 
ply with this rule, if made in good 
faith.

Such signs shall.be written or print- 


ed plainly in tho English language, in 
letters large enough so they may be 
read 10 feet away*, and placed where 
they may be seen easily by the buyer. 
If one-third or more of the retail 
dealers' 
customers 
speak a foreign 


language, such signs may be written 
or printed plainly in that language 
also.

". It shall be a violation of law to 


sell said foods in a' retail store or mar- 
ket unle'ss the dealer has complied 
with this rule. 


3. All retailers -will 
be 
furnished 


upon request with a copy of this rule, 
and must keep it posted in their stores 
where the public can see it.

RED CROSS ISSUES 
GALL TO NURSES 
FORWARSERVICE 


Statement Says Between 30,000 


and 40,000 Will Be Needed 


in a Short Time. 
' 


A call to qnallflad nnrses to enlist 


lor war service has been issued by the 
American Ked Cross Nursing Service, 
the mobilizing agency for nursne for 
the United States Array aud Navy- 
Attention is called also to the Imper- 
ative need for an Increased enrollment 
In training schools so that fully quali- 
fied nnrses may be released from civil- 
ian hospitals for military service. 


Citing an estimate ot the Surgeon- 


General's office that the" Army alone 
will need between 80,000 and 40,000 
nurses In short time, the Red Cross 
Nursing Service makes it clear that 
the present average enrollment of 
1,000 a month falls far short of the 
military needs of the Government. 
Moreover, it Is asserted, the Allies are 
depending upon this country to sup- 
plement their nursing service. 


The fact that the recruiting of 


nurses does not keep pace with the 
military needs does not Indicate that 
the women In the nursing profession 
are slackers, according to Miss Jane A. 
Delano, Chairman of the Red Cross 
Nursing Service. It Indicates merely 
that the sudden and extraordinarily 
heavy demand for nnrses has not been 
thoroughly realized by the women 
available for this service. 


As demands grow daily, the prob- 


lem of home nursing for civilian 
needs becomes harder to solve. It Is 
estimated by the Army Nurses' Corps 
that over 30,000 nurses will be need- 
ed, on the basis of the present esti- 
mates, for an army of 1,000,000 men. 


16,500 Enrolled. 


Statistics prepared at the headquar- 
ters of the Red Cross Nursing Service 
in Washington show that there are 
between 80,000 nnd 90,000 registered 
nurses in the United States. Of this 
number approximately 16,500 are en- 
rolled Red Cross nurses, the majority 
of whom are In active service or 
ready lor mobilization for specified 
purpose. The Red Cross enrollment 
forms the reserve of the United States 
Army Nurses' Corps and the United 
States Navy Nurses' Corps. 


Already 1,700 nurses have been 


equipped and sent abroad by the Red 
Cross Nursing Service. 
For service 


at home the Red Cross has provided 
2,500 nurses. More than 2,000 addi- 
tional nurses have been organized 
Into unita which now fire ready for 
mobilization. 


Red Cross nurses also are doing 


special work In sanitary zones sur- 
rounding 
cantonments. 
Eighty-nine 


"are serving in a public health detach- 
ment under the American Red Cross 
In France. 
Twelve public health 


nurses are in Roumania, three In 
Greece and one In Serbia. 


Requirements Modified. 


All Bed Cross nurses assigned to 


duty In military hospitals automatical- 
ly become members of the Army or 
Navy Nurses' Corps and are no longer 
under the supervision or direction of 
the Red Cross. 
These nurses, when 


on active duty, are entitled to the 
same Government war risk insurance 
as Army or Navy officers and enlist- 
ed men. 


To meet the Increasing demands of 


the Army and Navy Nurses' Corps the 
Red Cross has modlfled soimmlmt the 
former requirements for enrollment 
The age limit Is lowered to twenty- 
one years, and In special cases nurses 
over forty may be accepted. Small 
schools for training nurses have been 
placed on the accredited list. 


Since the entrance of the United 


States In the war tho number of pu- 
pils entering nurses' training schools 
has Increased 20 per cent Within tho 
last few days the Red Cross has re- 
cruited and equipped a group of 100 
nurses for the Army Nurses' Corps 
for service with* the British Expedi- 
tionary Forces at the request of the 
British 
Government, 
It 
has 
also 


mobilized several highly specialized 
groups of nurses for orthopedic, psy- 
chiatric and facial surgery hospitals, 
as well as mobile operating units and 
other Important groups.

that not all the poultry that he sold 
to local dealers hud been properly ac- 
quired, and he was called before the 
court to tell what ho knew about the 
chickens 
of 
Woolhouse. 
He then 


made an affidavit that Grannis had 
brought the chickens to the city and 
that he mot him at the trolley station 
and that there- he bought and paid for 
tho chickens. Th3 story seemed plaus- 
ible enough and he thought he had 
got by. 


When the story that 
Armstrong 


told was related to Grannis, he declar- 
ed that Armstrong: had attempted to 
.shield himself and had gone far from 
tho truth in so doing-. He then told 
how the said Armstrong had suggest- 
ed that he needed some chickens for 
tho local market and even went so 
far as to intimate to Grannis that they 
could be secured quite easily by visit- 
ins the henhouse of, Woolhouse. Adopt- 
ing- the suggestion, he grabbed them 
from the roosts early one evening and 
walked with them to this city, enter- 
ing over tho Richards viaduct and go- 
ing direct to the home of Armstrong-. 
He avers that he awoke Armstrong, 
and the latter arose and started a fire 
and together they scalded and picked 
the fowls, Armstrong the following 
day delivering them to Todd and se- 
curing the money for them.

SIX NARROWLY ESCAPE 


Little Children Awakened By 


Crackling Flame* Gathered 


Up By Parents

The familes of Georgre 
Poland a't 


205 River street and Charles Barthol- 
omew, at 197 River street, were made 
homeless at* 2:45 Tuesday morning 
when their residences were destroyed 
by lire, causing damage- estimated at 
?7,000, while the. Oneonta Fire de- 
partment stood Idly by, unable to do 
anything. 


The fire was discovered by Mr. Fo- 


land by hearing a crackling noise in 
the attic and the sudden awakening of 
one of his children crying, "Daddy, 
-what Is that?" 
Upon investigation, 


Mr. Foland discovered the attic to be 
in flames. He gathered his wife, three 
hoys, "William, aged 11, Charles, aged 
8, and George, 7; and his daughter, 
Katharine, 20 months old, and 
ran 


from the house with them, gathering 
up what wraps they could lay their 
hands upon. 


Before the fire department could ar- 


rive, the entire home was ablaze from 
cellar to'roof, and 
the 
flames 
had 


jumped to the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Bartholomew, aged 75 and 70, 
respectively, with whom their grand- 
daughter, Miss Alma Jones, aged 9 
years, also resided. 
' 


When the fire truck got within a 


quarter of a mile of the blazing build- 
ings, heavy soft snow in the road im- 
peded further progress. The men of 
the department pulled out their hose, 
running with it to the scene of the 
fire, only to find "it was of no avail, 
owing to tlie lack 'of water. 


The Foland home being beyond all 


hopes of saving, the firemen turned 
their attention to carrying out the 
household goods from the doomed 
Bartholomew residence. 


The cause of the blaze was thought 


to have been due to the fact that the 
Folands had been burning soft coal on 
account of the shortage of anthracite, 
which had caused heavy soot to gather 
in the chimney. Monday night, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Foland, she had a hot 
wood fire in the stove, which probably 
ignited 
the 
gathered 
soot, which 


smouldered during the night. -

TRACTOR SCHOOL IN ONEONTA

The tractor as a farm implement is 


rapidly Increasing In numbers on the 
farms of New York state. Hundreds 
were sold last year, hundreds more will 
be sold next year. 


.Men in a position to know agree 


that given a good tractor, the success 
or failure of the machine, the amount 
of work done, tho amount o£ repairs 
and the life of the machine, are pro- 
portional to the training and care 
given it by the operators. 


To the average farmer a tractor is 


a large and complicated machine with 
which he has had no previous contact 
to guide him in its operation and 
care. 
Although his training with 


mowers, reapers, binders, etc., may 
have been thorough, it is with diffi- 
culty that this training can be applied 
to tractors. 


If a man can be taught the general 


principles of tractor construction, so 
that he understands the- general work- 
ings of the parts, their purpose and 
relations to each other he has been 
started on the path of competent tract- 
or operation. If he understands the 7 
principles he will know why certain 
parts require certain oils, why one 
bearing must fce oiled five times to an- 
other bearing's once, why certain ad- 
justments bring about the desired re- 
sults, etc. Such a man will be able 
to make an inteligent diagnosis of 
troubles, thus eliminating much ser- 
ious delay. ..A machine in the hands 
of a competent operator will accom- 
plish more in the same time at less 
cost and will still be working when 
another machine has been discarded. 


With the ida of (1) training farmers 


to operate their own tractors, (2) of 
training farmers' sons to operate their 
fathers' tractors, and (3) of training 
men 'as competent drivers to hire out 
as tractor operators, the State Food 
commission will hold at Oneonta, be- 
ginning March 
IS, and continuing 


through the 23rd, tractor schools. 


Local arrangements are in the hands 


of Secretary Charles E. \VesterveH of 
the Oneonta Chamber of commerce, 
who has given assurance of satisfac- 
tory accommodations in the form of 
a large building where six or eight 
dierent 
makes of tractors will be 


studied indoors. 
Experts from the 


tractor companies will be present to 
supervise the study of their machines.
